"Kvory field in the state is full of 
good seed corn," said Dr. Wal.-ter. 
“and the farmers are fortúnate In be­ 
ing able to secure good seed for nex* 
year's crop with no expense than the 
time it takes to pick it." 
"The first step toward success in 
growing corn is the selection of the 
seed, and the cheapest and best way 
to secure good seed which will bo 
adaptable to North Dakota conilitions 
is to ¡lick what is in the fields of 
the slate rather than to send else- 
wbere and run the chance of getting 
seed that is not adaptable 
to 
this 
climate." 
The be.st way to select seed corn, 
in thi- opinion of Mr. Walster, is to 
fall. The objection to selecting after 
hand pick in the field in the early 
all of the ears have reached matur­ 
ity is that there is no way by which 
cue can tell the earlier ears from the 
late maturing ones. By picking fairly 
early in the full a farmer can be sure 
lhat he is getting only early maturing 
ears and is insuring his next sea­ 
son's crop from the ilanger of frost. 
If seed selection is done from the 
shock, wagon or crib, one will natur­ 
ally select the largest ears. .Mere 
size, however, is niH sure indication 
of superiority. Such an ear may have 
develiyied from a hill that was cspe- 
i-inlly favored as to sunlight and food. 
Kxperiments under actual field con- 
ilitions have shown that hill selected 
seed has produced considerably more 
than where it was selecy>d from the 
shock, wagon, or crib even though 
it came from the same field. 
These 
same cribs .were superior in size and 
appearance yet they were out-yielded 
by the field selected corn. 
In selecting sceil corn from the crib 
the danger, according to .Mr. Walster, 
lies in the probability of picking 
many ears on which there are kernels 
that lack vigor and vitality. Seed 
corn that has been field picked and 
well stored will retain the vitality of 
the kernels and assure a higher per- 
•entage of germination.

Rood seed com," said Dr. WaUter, 
"and the farmers are fortnnate'in bo- 
ing able to secureTrood seed for next 
year's crop with no expense than tLe 
time it takes to pick it," 
"The first step toward success in 


prow-inc corn is the selection of the 
seed, and the cheapest and best wjy 
to secure good seed which will fae 
adaptable to Xorth Dakota conditions 
is to pick »hnt is in the fields of 
the state rather than to send else- 
where and run the chance of fiettmj; 
seed tbat is not adaptable to this 
climate." 


The best way to select seed corn, 


in the opinion of Mr. Walster, is to 
fall. -The objection to selecting after 
hand pick in the field in the earlj 
"all of the ears, have leached matur- 
ity is that there is no way by which 
one can tell the earlier ears from the 
late, maturing ones. By picking fairl> 
early in the fall a farmer can be sure 
lhat he is getting only early maturing 
ears and is insuring his next sea- 
son's crop from the danger of frost. 


If seed selection is done from the 


shock, wagon or crib, one will natur- 
ally select the largest ears. Mere 
size, however, is ndt sure indication 
of superiority. Snch an ear may have 
developed from a hill that was espe- 
cially favored as to sunlight and food. 
Experiments undar actual field con- 
ditions have shown that hill selected 
_seed has produced considerably more 
than where it was selecjfd from the 
•thsck, wagon, or crib even, though 
it came from the same field. These 
same cribs /were superior in size and

Firpo has been beset by advisers, 
well-wishers and the like, both in his 
pugilistic and business affairs, ever 
siiiec he rose to prominence in this 
country. Hut the Argentine giant has 
listened, then waived most of them 
aside. 
F'irpo’s first pugilistic efforts here, 
early in l ‘J22, showeibdiim the rawest 
of novices hut possessed of astonish­ 
ing strength and a club-like right 
th at offset all other handicaps. 
His 
amazing strength and punching pow­ 
er alone were responsible for his 
early victories over Sailor Maxted, 
Joe McCann and Jack Herman, third- 
raters.
